On the contrary, he then 
composed a forecast of the future of 
the city, which, in the light of recent 
events, was truly remarkable. It was 
Weill, too. who reorganized the retail 
district of the city after the fire, al 
though he was 70 years of age at the 
time. 

Raphael Weill was born in’ VPhals- 
bourg, Lorraine, cighty- four years ago 
next February. At the age of 17 bring: 
ing a small amount of money and but 
one year of experience as an apprentice 
in a dry goods house in Metz, he came 


to America. This was in 1855.) The 
{inaugural to California was a ship- 
wreck on Coronado beach, swhere the 


ship went aground. He came north on 
a small coasting his landing 
point in San Francisco being the long 
wharf which then ran out from the end 
of Commercial street.

On July 1%, 1919, san 
turned out en masse to welcome Weill 
home from one of his periodic trips to 
Paris: On this occasion he was pre 
sented a golden card bearing the seal 
of San Francisco and the words of Dr 
Edward Robeson Taylor: 

“Hail, Raphael Weilf, Son of France 
and America—-Friend of Humanity— 
Upholder of Liberty and Right- -Re- 
loved Gitizen of Our City. San Fran 
cisco takes you to her heart in joy and 
thankfulness that you have returned 

gafe and triumphint to her welcoming 
arms.” 

His eighty-third birthday celebration 
in thig city on February 25 of this year 
was the last opportunity the city had 
to honor him.

Santa Rosa Kimulating the Vigi- 
lantes of IS40, a mob of 400 infuri- 
ated citizens of Sonoma county earls 
December 10 stormed the Santa Rosa 
jail, took into custody George Boyd, 
Terence Fitts and Charles Valento, 
held for murder of three peace offi- 
cers Sunday, and Iynehed them ten 
minutes later at the Rural Cemetery 

The mob was well organized and | 
worked as if lynching had been 
planned for some time. | 

The Iynching was so thoroughly ar- | 
ranged that picked men had been de- 
tailed in squads to attend to the 
binding of the captives and perform 
similar duties. 1 

George Boyd, who fired the shots!

Deputy Sheriff Marvin Robinson, 
one of the six officers who made the 
raid Sunday, December 5, in which 
the three gangsters were caught at 
the price of three lives— took the 
woman's message. He tried to quiet 
her fears and promised to send a 
deputy. 

Later the woman telephoned again. | 
She said there were more men in the 
cemetery -that they were gathering 
by the score. The shadowy figures 
among the gravestones had made her 
frantic with fear. 

About the same time, shortly be- 
fore midnight, the Santa Rosa Press- 
Democrat received a telephone mes- 
sage from Petaluma, saving that fif- 
teen automobiles, without license 
plates, had passed through there on 
their way north from Sausalito— 
aud that the -crowd had 
gathered recruits at Petaluma. 

It was after the second message 
from the woman near the cemetery, 
telling of the gathering of the crowd, 
that Deputy Robinson phoned to 
Sheriff John Boyes, successor of 
James <A, Petras, who was killed 
with Detectives Jackson and Dor- 
man of San Francisco. 

According to Boyes, on receiving 
the message from Robinson, steps 
were immediately taken to summon 
all deputy sheriffs by telephone.

Why Sailors’ Suits Are Blue. 
Strange as it may. m, up to 


the year 1748 officers of jthe British 
navy had no distinctive wniform, al- 
though one had been adopted in the 
French service as early as the middle 
of the previous century. An exam- 
ination of the portraits in tre Na- 
tional Gallery at Greenwich reveals 
“every variety of cut and complec- 
tion’’ of dress, and the officers ap- 
pear to have been habited according 
to their tastes; sometimes extremely 
fanciful, sometimes grotesquely. G. 
E. Manwaring gives the story in the 
Mariner’s Mirror (England). Most 
of the crack captains in the navy de- 
signed special uniforms for theif own 
ships. In 1743, when on a visit to 
the Viceroy of Canton, Anson dressed 
his barge’s crew in scarlet jackets 
and blue silk waistcoats trimmed 
with silver, but such was the incon- 
vruity of dress in the service at the 
time. In 1741 an English officer 
went into active service wearing a 
jockey cap. 

In 1746 an attempt was made to 
obtain some uniformity, and at a 
meeting called to discuss the subject 
it was resolved that a committee 
should be appointed to wait on the 
Duke of Bedford and the Admiralty, 
and if their lordships’ approved the 
scheme it was to be introduced to 
his majesty. It was approved and 
prominent naval officers were invited 
to appear in uniforms of their own 
design in order that a suitable one 
mixht be chosen. Among the officers 
was the handsome Captain Philip 
Saumarez, whose blue and white uni- 
form was eventually the one chosen. 

The story goes that when it was 
proposed to the Duke of Bedford that 
the colors for the uniforms should be 
red and blue he replied: ‘‘No, the king 
has determined otherwise; for hav- 
ing seen my duchess riding in the 
park a few days ago in a habit of 
blue faced with white it took the 
fancy of his majesty, who has ap- 
pointed it for the uniform of the royal 
navy.’’—Christian Science Monitor.
